Tlie Ascent of Mount Baker! 

li From a oonveraation bad with Mr Ogilry, 

^ mho baa Just returned, as already stated, from 
•tBe MoUDt Baker expodiiion, ne have gatbet° 
ed a few moie tucts ia ndditioo to Mr Cole- 
man's, letter which la ulao publislied in con- 
nection with tliu Bamo and which may be inter 
osting to the public. Tlie party lelt Wha:ooin 
on tho 8ih August, truviiuil up tlie Luaimi 
and Noolsac rivers by cunoo 80 niilea j then 
20 miles through a desperate conotry, to 
what may be called the foot of the mountaio. 
At the BDow line, where vegeiatioa oeusos, 
the iDdians camped, allowing the exploroni 
to reaoh the sQtnmit themselTOs, wbiob they 
fi55 tba caos?. day, and rctotnet^ ♦.o pato" ic* 
the evening. The distaocej traveled, wbioh 
was about six miles, ia euid lo have heon 
■ most fatiguiogi though not as perilous bs was 
expected. Being obliged lo reiura to ihe 
camp the same eveniDf,', the cxplorera haii 
only about an hour on iho eummit ; ihia ehorl 
period they seein to have used diligently, 
Tho existeoco of a volcano ig established be- 
yond a doubt, the crater being about three 

r bnndred feet wide, and at least six hundred 
feet deep, from which paOa of sulphurous 
Tapor are being emitted. This oiater lies 
, between the two high peaks of the mouotaiD, 
- where the^aummit forms a plateau quite bare 
and free from snow ; which is a quarter of a 
mile viride, and half a mile long. The eastern 
peak, called after Geo ShermuD, is the higher 
"f the two. The lime spent on tho summit was 
devoted to oximining tho crater, and plant- 
ing the Amerisan flags, with so much of the 
usual honors as the pariy were enabled to 
give. The mountain, as moat persona no 
doubt are aware, is a lew miles south of the 
boundary line, the 49th parallel. The most 
arduous part of the ajcont was at the last 
pitch, where tho parly bad lo cnl 400 steps 
ia the ice in Older to reaoh the' top. Tha 
Indians would not go any higher than tha 
line of vegotaiion ; but thoy received the 
parly on returning from the summit ; with 
marked demonstrations ol welcome and joy, 
evidently recognizing tho dangers ond hard-. 

f ships of this part of the trip, and tha courage 
and skill tho explorers had shown in over' 
coming them so speedily. No Bigos of game 
were seen on tha mountain except the huge 
foot'priots of a bear, which the nativei said 
was an old grizzly. It was wall our friends 
did not oome'lu^eolIisioD with bis boatsbip. 
, Mr Ooleman will retaro by the Eliza Anderx 
aooi from Fort Towotend, next week, when, 
doabtiels, we shall have additional details of

He gave such 
cireamstantial details of the burning ; how 
he pasted tbe night until tha hour of ibe 
fire ; how he approached the barn ; where he 
left the shoes he wore ; together wiih other 
things, that no doubt can Lie entertained of 
the man's sanity or guilt, Tho motive aa- 
sivQed was that Bailoy would not pay 
hira two months wages alleged to be due, 
but wanted him to drink tho money out in 
I bad liquor, and ha was tlierefoi;?, bound to 
have revongo. When in the dock and con- 
fronted with BaHey, for whom Lo haa worked 
oil and on six years, he persisted in his 
■Statements, and made Bailey acknowledge 
that he bad refused him money to boy clothes 
Oampbell seemingly so anxious to ^ave an- 
other man from unjust suspicion, at the same 
time appears to have no compunction for his 
great crime, but rather treats it cavalierly. 
The case taken allogolhor is one of the most 
singular that lios appealed on tha police 
rtoorda of tho Colony ; and but for this cool, 
daliberata, and, so far as oooscience ia oon- 
oernad, unneceaaary conlaupion, Iho crimo 
might never have bean cleared up.

Editob CoiiiOHisT : — I take the earliest op- 
portuoiiy of seoiiing you a few lines to say 
that the party which I bad the honor of or- 
ganizing has BUooFeded.in reaobing the sum- 
mit of Mount Baker, having been absent 
from this place 14 days. Tbe party coosisted 
ol Mr. Thimas Stratlon, lortpeolor of ous" 
toms, Mr John Tonnaut, of Whatcom ('ounty, 
Mr David Ogilvy, of Victoria, and myself. 
Two peaks wore discuvored as surmised by 
mo, one being couooalod by the olhor, as 
seen from the U'esl. As thero is scarcely 
any appreciable diffore.Tce in their height, 
tho vStars and Stripes were planted on both, 
and they were named alter Geoeials Grant 
and Sherman respeotivoly. Tho voloaoo lies 
between the two ; only a cursory view could 
b-i obtained of the or aier. by teaao n of a pro* 
jecting cornice running round tbe summit ot 
the mountain, which rendered aoy.attempt to 
gain a closer vie v, highly dangerous. I esti» 
mate the height of tho moaotain to be 11,409 
feet, but it is possible that a tnoro careful cal- 
oulalion and comparison of tho aneroid baro- 
molor with a standard or mercurial ono, may 
give a diderent result. The party made a 
collection of uiintriils und plants, and havo 
it ia believed, discovered some species wbioh 
will bo found to be new to science. Mr. 
SirattoD, whose knowledge ol gaol&gy, and 
long experience ol gold mining in the mouu' 
tain districts of California entitling his opin- 
ions to respect, noticed three extioot craters, 
specimens from which have been obtained 
Mr. Strattpn is also of opinionthat there are 
nut any indicaiioos of gold, as tbe formation 
is of sandslone, commonly known as tbe coal 
measures.
